"T'HIS MONTH the magnificent 
* winter constellations, which 
were so prominent during Janu¬ 
ary. are still with us. snd seen 
even io better advantage. Di¬ 
rectly south IS Sirius, the dog- 
star, in Cants Major, the great 
dog. As Sirius, because of its 
relative proximity, shines more 
brightly than any other star vis¬ 
ible In the night sky. it Is easy 
to locate. But almost equally 
easy to the figure of Orion, the 
warrior, above and to the right 
of Sirius. Three stars In s row, 
railed Anilam, Alnitak and Min- 
taka, form his hell. Above the 
belt is a bright star of reddish 
hue. Betelgeuse. This, with Bel¬ 
la trix, a somewhat fainter Mar 
to the right, indicates hto shoul¬ 
ders. On tlw opposite side of the 
belt to Rtgel. which marks one of 
Orion's feet. 

Above Orion, and to the right, 
about as far from the belt aa 
jttrius In thr opposite direction, 
to a V shaped group of Mars 
called the Hyades.
